PISTOL AND AMMUNITION, 

Detective John Mooney stated that between 
4 and 5 o'clock on Wednesday evening, with 
other officers, he visited a house in Cabra 
road, and in a bedroom there found the pistol 
and ammunition rolled in cloth on top of a 
wardrobe. He wa. present when Detective 
Scully found the documents (produced) under 
the mattress, and also four books on military 
training, and a portable typewriter. He was 
present when Superintendent Ennis informe! 
the female defendant that the pistol had been 
found in the bedroom, and she replied that 
they were hers, and that she had had them 
for a long time. 

He put in evidence a number of documents 
headed ‘Trish Republican Army Head- 
quarters, Dublin,” and addressed to the 
‘* commanders of all independent units.”’ 

“ ARMY ORDERS.” 

Dealing with volunteers as Parliamentary 

candidates, the first document stated that

any volunteer who went fcrward as a Par- 


liamentary candidate would be dismissed 


from the “army.” 

Another document,, described as ‘* Genera! 
Order No. 24, as revised by the General 
Army. Convention, November, 1927,” read :- 

‘‘ (a) A volunteer shal] not for any reason 
swear or pledge himself in ary way to be 
faithful to or give allegiance to the so-called 
Northern Ireland or Free State Parliaments 
or their Constitutions; 

* (b) Swear or pledge himself in any way 
to recognise these Parliaments as being the 
legitimate governing authorities ; 

‘*.(c} Swear or pledge himself in any way 
to refrain from. using arms vr other lawful 
means to overthrow them.” 

The minimum penalty for a breach of these 
orcers, the document stated, was dismissal 
from the “ army.” 

“2A volunteer shall refuse to obey any 
order of the so-called Northern Ireland or 
Free State authorities ordering him to leave 
Ireland or to reside within or without any 
specified areas within Ireland, and ghall refuse 
to give any undertaking to these so-called 
authorities as to his future behaviour.’ 

The penalty for breach of these orders was 
‘* dismissal with ignominy from the Army.” 

“*3-—A volunteer charged in the eo-called 
Northern Ireland or Free State courts with 
acts duly authorised by the competent officers 
of Oglaigh-na-hEireann shall in all cases (a) 
refuse to plead in such cases, (b) refuse to 
pay any fine imposed; (c) refuse to give bail 
or any undertaking as to his future behaviour 
as a condition or release or escape from 
punishment.” 

The penalty for breach of this order was 
also dismissal with ignominy from the Army. 

“ Subject to ‘compliance with orders in 
paragraph ó, a volunteer may employ legal! 
assistance and produce witnesses to defend 
him in court when charged with acts for 
which he is. liable to suffer the death penalty, 
when permitted by general headquarters. Jn 
cases where a volunteer is not permitted to 
have legal representative in court he may 
make his own statement in court and may 
cross-examine witnesses. Before the trial he 
may. get any legal help he requires for the 
preparation and cross-examination. 

‘‘4—Tf arrested or interrogated a volunteer 
shall refuse to answer any questions; to make 
or sign any statement, or to give any account 
of his movements, activities or associates, 
when any of these have any relation to the 
organisation, acts, operations or personnel of 
Oglaigh-na-hEireann. 

“Bb—No ballot or vote shall be taken by 
volunteers in prison in connection with 
bunger-striking. Individual volunteers are 
not forbidden to hunger-strike, but they are 
not recommended to do so. 

‘*6—Volunteers charged with criminal or 
civil offences or who are parties te civil 
actions in courts may employ counsel and call 
witnesses, and may pay such fines as are 
imposed on them.” 


STREET CHASE. 

Detective Scully, giving evidence, said that 
on Wednesday might he arrested the male 
defendant at Charleville road after chasing 
him for some distance. 

Superintendent Ennis said that he saw the 
two defendants in the bedroom at 12 o clock 
on Wednesday night. He charged the male 
defendant and cautioned him, aud he replied: 
“TI cannot see how you could charge me. 
do not know anything about them.” The 
female defendant said when the charge was 
read out: “ What can J say? The gun and 
ammunition are mine.’ 

The defendants, who made no statement, 
were remanded in custody for a week as 
stated. 


BILL-POSTING. 


TWO WOMEN REMANDED IN 
CUSTODY. 


Two women, who refused to give their 
names to the police, were charged in custody 
with having posted a printed bill which was 
headed “ Phenix Park Executions.”’ 

Evidence was given that the two defen- 
dants, middle-aged women, were seen posting 
the bill on the hoarding outside the Mansion 
House. They made no statement when 
charged with the offence. A number of these 
bills and others, in one of which the name 
of Chief Warder Grace was mentioned, were 
found in their possession. ; 

When asked if they had anything to say to 
the charge, one of the women said: ‘* What is 
the use. We don't recognise the Court. Any- 
thing I have done I will do again, and we 
intend to put all trace of the British out of 
Ireland. It has been done for years, and it 
will be done to the end.” | 

Superintendent Ennis, replying for a 
remand, said that the authorities looked upon 
this case as a very serious one. These people 
cloaked themselves behind others whom they 
got to do mischief. 

A remand in custody for a week was 
granted,

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IRISH ARCHAOLOGY. 


a — 


A DEFINITIVE TEXT-BOOK. 
E. R. A. S. MACALISTER has made 
every Irish reader his debtor by 
publishing ““The Archeology of Ire- 
land ’’—a work which is at once a lucid 
and even simple introduction to the whole 
subject, and a scientific summing-up of 
Irish archeological knowledge as it stands 
to-day. It is a large book, but neces- 
sarily it opens up a vastly larger range of 
reading, and the author helps the student 
at every stage by providing a critical 
index “to what has been published by 
others on the particular topic concerned. 
We are carried back in the first chapter 
to the geological beginnings’ of our 
country. In prehistoric times Ireland was 
more easily. accessible from Lusitania than 
from what now. is Britain. and. Northern 
Europe; and to this fact.peculiarities in 
Irish flora and fauna. may .be_ traced. 
Tradition mysteriously preserves memory 
of that remote intercourse with the far 
West of Europe. Man appeared in Ire- 
land at the earliest, so far as can he 
discovered by ‘the -archeologist, some 
7,000 years ago, although he already had 
lived in Britain for tens of thousands of 
years, according to the estimate of 
geologists. His first settlements in Tre- 
land were in the North-East corner. The 
earliest Irish folk were dark haired and 
dark complexioned, contrasting tm this 
respect with their ‘* Celtic’’ conquerors. 
: “The dichotomy between the two races 
is complete in the ancient literature; we 
cannot doubt that it was equally complete in 
the life of which that literature is the 
mirror, The literature was an aristocratic 
product, and retlected aristocratic pre 
judices. Fair persons are held in honour ; 
dark’ persons despised. A -diffetence of 
manners is also indicated by the fact that 
the dark people crop their hair, while thie 
fair folk “wear it long and ‘fidwing; an 


detestation ‘that rt so justly merits that 

contemporary malady of fashion, “which is 

called by the appropriately repulsive name of 

“‘shingling’ !’'

This quotation will serve. to. illustrate 
Dr. Macalister’s breezy style, to which the 
easy readability, of: the .work owes .so 
much.. He carries us through the 
obscurities of the early cultudres—stone, 
copper and bronze—without bewildering 
even the ignorant... Nay, he wins romance 
even from the discoveries of the driest 
science. He tells: us that in the brief 
copper age, Ireland held an: eminent 
place in Northern Eurepe, thanks ‘to her 
wealth in gold. When, however, the art 
of making bronze was discovered, hér lack 
of native tin deprived her of her advan- 
tage. As the bronze-using races rose to 
power, the Irish folk were hard set; but it 
is Suggested by some that the tin mines 
of Cornwall] was captured, or at least con- 
trolled, by the Irish. 

The iron age lies within the period of 
less speculative history, and we are taken, 
by the mind’s eye, through the island, and 
shown the forts of the time, and the 
peculiarities thereof. It is interesting to 
obserye that the counties in. which they 
are most numerous, according to Mr. T. J.

THE CONFERENCE ON 
FAITH AND ORDER. 


- 


Revrewep By Owur. Prespyternran Cuvcncu 
CORRESPONDENT. ' 


Is August, 1927, a World Conference on 

Faith and Order was held at Lausanne, 
at’ which nearly all the Churches of 
Christendom  wére represented, the one 
notable . absentee being the Roman 
Catholic Church. The Conference was, 
therefore, mainly Protestant in personnel, 
but by no means exclusively so, since 
among the delegates- were no less than 
nine archbishops and six bishops of the 
Orthodox and Old Catholic Churches. 

What the representatives of the ancient 
Greek Churches of Russia, Rumania. Bul- 
garia, Serbia, Egypt, Palestine, Turkey, 
Armenia, Antioch and Greece thought of 
it all is not recorded, We gather from 
Canon Woods’s account that the mental 
atmosphere must have ‘been somewhat 
strange to them. On _ some = subjects 
before the Conference, such as the Church, 
the Ministry, and the Sacraments, they 
found themselves unable to join in the 
reports or findings. - Nevertheless,.as the 
Metropolitan Germanos declared, they 
were in hearty sympathy with the purposes 
of the Conference, and it is an evidence 
of good-will that a number of their 
prelates are acting on the Continuation 
(‘ommittee, among whom are-His Holiness 
the Metropolitan Chrysostom, the Most 
Rey. the Metropolitan of Warsaw and all 
Poland, and the Most Rev. Metropolitan 
Germanos.

It would be difficult in our space to 
give even the briefest summary of the 
positive results of Lausanne. Our 
readers must go to the official report of 
the Conference, published by the Student 
Movement, or to Canon Woods’s admirable 
descriptive . record. If any. look for 
gains in terms of formule and concordats, 
they will be disappointed. It matters 
not. Formule, especially those of theo- 
logical manufacture, are too often 
ambiguous and untrustworthy. Findings 
of value the Conference did arrive at, 
even on the subject of the sacraments. 
The chief gain of the Conference, how- 
ever, was not even the “findings.” As 
the Bishop of Manchester well said in his 
speech at the closing session, “ the great 
thing about our Conference is that it has 
happened.”

Two chapters of exceptional’ interest 
deal with early Irish architecture—bring- 
ing the story down to early Gothic—and 
with Christian art.

He has pet theories, in- 
deed ;- but he invariably indicates his 
divergencies from ascertainéd fact into 
hypothesis—unilike móst Irish writers on 
archeology who present fact and 
theory with equally dogmatic assurance, 
We are obliged, however, to cavil at Dr.

Thus, he says quite rightly’ that no one 
writing on French hterature would make 
concessions to.readers who were too lazy to 
learn .to. pronounce ‘‘Dumas’’ “and

and ‘‘Shattobryong ’’; and that -these 
unaginary French spellings are not more 
extravagant than many cartographic ‘ren- 
derrmgs of ‘Irish names: On: the other 
hand, the Elizabethan spellings ~ have 
come to be recognised and accepted.

REVIEWED By Our CHURCH or JRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT. 

HAT does the Church of Ireland 
stand for? is a question that is 
sometimes asked’ by those who are 
interested in the worship and ideals of the 
various Christian bodies. The Church of 
Ireland, like any other Christian body, 
has her own way of interpretation, and the 


object of these pamphlets is to set forth 


the doctrines of the Church as interpreted 
by the mind of her members, and to ex- 
press her opinion on questions of moral or 
spiritual concern. 

We have received copies of the first 
twelve pamphlets which have made their 
appearance, and. we have no hesitation in 
saying that they will be welcomed by many 
as supplying in a very satisfactory way a 
long felt want. In No. 1—‘‘ The Church 
of-Ireland: . What is it?’’—Canon Cham- 
berlain writes simply and with acumen of 
the Church’s chequered history. Dr. 
MeNeile treats of the mystery of “Life ”' 
‘fn a way that will appeal to all. The 
Rev. E..L. B. Burke, in “ What Happens 
atthe Font,” deals with the question of 
infant baptism from the practical view of 
the parish clergyman. . Dr. do Pauley’s 
approach to the difficult question, “ What 
is God like?’’ bears a distinct atmosphere 
of the study, The Bishop of Ossory s 
pamphlet on. ‘‘Confirmation ’’ is written, 
as one would expect, with sanctified 
common-sense; whilst the Bishop of 
Tuam’s “ Holy Communion ” has marks 
-of the spiritual virility that one associates 
with his utterances. - Archdeacon Barton’s 
“Bible Study ” is a simple and thought- 


library, and how to read it. —- The Arch- 
bishop of Dublin approaches the subject 
of “The Resurrection of the Body ”’ in a 
way. that will commend itself to modern 
minds. Dr. Newport White provides a 
“brief and helpful history of the '' Book of 
Common Prayer,’’ with special attention 
to the Irish revisions. The Archdeacon of 
Derry’s*treatise on “ Sunday ” is marked 
by a breadth of view that commends itself 
te us, but the duty of attending public 
worship loses none of its obligation, not- 
withstanding his tolerant treatment of the 
subject. The Rev. P..W. N. Shirley deals 
in a plain way with the necessity of 
“Conversion’’ as an element in the 
Christian life, and “ Heaven and Hell”’ 
are ably dealt with from. the. non- 
traditional. view-point by the Rev. E. M. 
Bateman. 

This first issue has set a high standard 
for -the-remaining: booklets of the series 
to attain. We were struck by their “ up- 
to-dateness’’ as compared with other 
pamphlets on similar subjects, and one 
feels that the tradition of the Church ol 
Ireland for sound learning and sane 
treatment of religious subjects is in no 
danger of falling to the ground under 
the guidance of the editor and publishers.

With reference to the statistics pub- 
lished a few days ago by Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy, Minister for Local Government, 
with reference to the number of persons 
living in slum conditions in Cork, a 
journalist friend writes:—‘* The figures 
given by Mr. Mulcahy can give no idea 
of the appalling conditions in which the 
slum dwellers of Cork live. I was com- 
missioned to make a tour of investigation 
of the slums of that city in the winter of 
1915, and I found that in several of the 
lanes out Blackpool way, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Shandon steeple, and in 
some of the side streets by the old Coal 
quay and off North Main street scores of 
families were living in indescribable 
squalor and abysmal misery. 


A Bad Case. 


“T recall one case in particular that filled 
anguish. A young girl from the 
had come in with her husband— 
a farmer’s son—to live in the city. He 
was only able to get casual work on the 
quays unskilled labourer. He was 
out of employment at the time. She had 
a young baby at the breast, and, with 
tears down her face. told 
me she had been twenty-four hours with- 
thsting a morsel of food. And in the 
single room they OC ipied there was not 
a stick of furniture of anv sort or kind.

AST week three of us decided to have 
a raid on the snipe in Kerry in 
spite of sinister reports about roads. We 
were.X, Y and 7. Th») way chosen was 
via Limerick, Adare, Abbeyfeale, Castle- 
island, etc., and a cursory description of 
the run may be of interest. To Limerick 
the going was fair, and a halt was made 
to secure a corkscrew. Such is the 
generosity of Limerick that the corkscrew 
was secured for nothing, and the travellers 
went on happy till some terrible patches 
of potholey road were struck between 
Limerick and Adare. It seems incompre- 
hensible why two or three hundred yards 
should be left o bad that cars can only 
crawl from one hole into another. 

From Adare to Abbeyfeale was pretty 
good, and then began the climb up the 
mountain to Castleisland on a road where 
the bad parts are being repaired. Our 
destination was the West of Kerry, but 
from Castleisland we ran on a capital 
road to Tralee and thence on poor surface 
over the mountain to Castlemaine. From 
that on to Killorglin was a case of 
‘“‘crawl.’’ After Killorglin the roads 
became mountainy and consequently 
easier; but considerable work is needed 
before the Kerry roads become what will 
be attractive t~ motorists. 


THE DAY’S BAG, 


It is a fine run by Glenbeigh and the 
mountain stags to Cabhuirciveen. At 
Cahirciveen the travellers went to the 
Railway Hots'!, where they were made 
very comfortable. After dinner a local 
friend came in who was to advise on the 
shooting. It was decided that X and Z 
should go to one shoot and Y to another. 
The good friend provided setters, and all 
that was wanted on the next day was fine 
weather. 

X and Z lost their way in the morning, 
but eventually made out the cottage of one 
John Currane, a gumekeeper. A start was 
quickly made, and at once it became clear 
that snipe were fairly plentiful, if wild. 
By lunch time some 17 snipe were in the 
bag, and for no sound reason the shooting 
fell away somewhat afterwards, only one 
woodcock and eight snipe being added to 
the bag. Y on his ground got 14 snipe, 
but had to shoot with only one barrel, as 
the striker spring in the other had broken. 
So our: first day totalled 40 head. 

The next day rained all the morning, 
and we slipped out when it cleared to 
cet some 26 snipe. Owing to the birds 
being fearfully wild the only chance of 
getting them was to indulge in long-range 
firing, which, of course, runs away with 
many cartridges. John Currane said that 
he had never seen such long shots that 
broughs down birds. “ Most that come 
here would be blowing about such shots for 
months afterwards,” he declared.

day we went once more 
in two parties; X went by himself to a 
well-known snipe resort. Unfortunately, 
he came across a farmer who objected to 
his shooting; so he got into his car and 
made off for more hospitable regions. Y 
and Z went to rushy fields, where snipe 
were: wild and the ditch-climbing very 
tiring. Shooting was not too good owing 
to the wildness of the birds and the fear 
of hitting men and animais in the fields. 
Tt is very hard for a careful shot to do 
well when people are werking in the 
vicinity. 

To make a long story short, we regret- 
fully left Cahirciveen with just 100 snipe, 
one cock, one teal, and a capital red setter 
purchased by X, and would certainly have 
done much better had the birds been 
lying well As the shooting time was two 
and a half days, it was not too bad. The 
next stop was for one night at the hotel, 
Glenbeigh, a most delightful hostelry, 
famous for many years as a sporting hotel. 
Here Z did not shoot, and X and Y got 
some thirty snipe and a cock. All three 
being keen fishermen, a local gillie was 
invited in after dinner for a chat, and 
much fish-talk resulted. The next day 
home was the order.

HELP FOR TREE PLANTERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
SIR,—Ít has occurred to me, in reading 
your leading article in to-day’s /rish Times on 
Mr, Moeran’s address on tree-planting, that 
to plant ‘‘ with consideration for the view 
from the doorstep’”’ is timely in its warning. 
In journeying through the country one can 
see on every hand how thoughtless planting 
has blotted out many a pleasant view to the 
planter himself, with a corresponding loss to 
the traveller, who loses the peep of an old 
farm-house or mansion hidden away in the 
distant woods. A great deal of the planting 
of the past was, however, designed for 
privacy, and while the trees remained young 
and low the residents within their bounds 
missed nothing. A new generation came 
along and accepted the now grown-ups as 
their fathers’ work, and so on, with often 
disastrous results—in particular, to boundary 
walls, house property, etc., where tiny 
planted or self-sown seedlings had grown 
into forest size. Rocked by storms, their 
roots, undergrowing the walls, shake thin 
masonry into pieces, and the difficulty of fell. 
ing many of those trees often gives them 
indefinite respite, to the great detriment of 
buildings in close proximity. 

In the course of my daily duties in well- 
appointed places, where masters of their call- 
ing have for generations past planned thought- 
fully for the future, I find that some trees 
have been permitted to remain too close to 
walls and buildings. These now call for 
attention in their old age, and it is surprising 
to find, on being dealt with, how often they 
are unsound to the extent of being dangerous 
in every wind that blows. It, therefore, 
behoves all who contemplate tree-planting to 
plant wisely for future generations, who will, 
doubtless, be educated toa love of fine forestry 
and its resultant landscape. 

I should like to record the gist of a con- 
versation I had with a farmer twenty-five 
years ago when urging him to plant up a 
piece of waste hillside then growing furze. 
He asked me how long the trees would be in 
maturing or coming to profit, and I replied: 
“You will be cutting nice poles in fifteen 
years and larger pit-props in twenty-five 
vears.” ‘‘ Then,”’ he said, “1 won't plant 
any; for by that time I'll be happy im my 
grave, and I can get 2s. 6d, a sack tor furze 
from the hunting gentlemen.’’ 1 believe that 
farmer is still alive, but the hunting gentle- 
men are not now so much in need of furze for 
their hunters.—Yours, etc., —

THE PARKING OF MOTOR CARS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—With reference to the parking of cars 

in public thoroughfares, I would like. to put 

forward the view, which seems so far to have 
been overlooked, that it is only reasonable, 
where space mits and no obstruction is 
caused, that the owner of premises should be 
permitted to leave his car outside the place 
for which he pays rates. Take my own case. 

I pay rates on business premises in Dublin of 

the rateable value of £280. I drive in from 

one of the townships, where I also pay rates. 

I find that all day long outside my place of 

business the space is occupied by a succession 

of vehicles—motor delivery vans, private cars, 
horse-drawn lorries, motor cycles, etc, Some- 
times two or three vehicles at a time belong- 
ing to a neighbouring firm remain there for 
anything up to two hours. Private cars from 
all parts of the country, as their registration 
letters show, are there for three hours or 
longer, but, if I leave my car outside the 
premises which I own, while I am inside try- 
ine to earn what will pay my rates, I am 

given a friendly warning by the police that I 

am causing ‘‘ obstruction.”’ 

I am told that I may park my car on the 
opposite side of the thoroughfare, but there 
it is not subject to supervision, and has fre- 
quently been interfered with by the hordes 
of small boys who are constantly playing 
around, and have plenty of scope in the 
seclusion of the chains and railings of St. 
Stephen’s Green to do what they like. I 
was held up for an hour one evening last 
week, trying to adjust the various fitments on 
my instrument board which had been tampered 
with during the day, making the running of 
the car impossible until I succeeded at length 
in finding out what was wrong. A car left on 


the walking side of the street could not be 
interfered with in this way. I submit that 
there is no more obstruction caused by per- 
mittina the owner’s car to remain outside the 
door during the day than is caused by having 
the same space occupied during the same 
hours. by a succession of four or five cars 
belonging to other people. I wish that this 
int of view were given consideration, and, 
if there is any valid objection to the argu- 
ment that I advance, I should like to hear it. 
I quite appreciate that, where the road is 
narrow or where the rights of pedestrians or 
other road-users are Titcieisishaliy affected, 
parking should not be allowed; but, in this 
case, as I have shown, the space is almost 
always filled by a succession of cars, which 
cause just as much, or as little, '' obstruc- 
tion ” as would the one car of the ratepaying 
citizen who owns the premises.—Yours, etc.,

THE PRODUCTION OF PIGS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—Now that the high cost of feeding- 
stuffs has recently forced pig-producers more 
than once to market enough small pigs to 
saturate the pork market, with resultant 
severe slumps and — heavy losses 
to shippers, it may be of interest to recall 
the similar incidents in the old days of the 
Dutch supremacy. In those times it often 
happened that a spell of warm weather in 
the spring of the year made panic prices in 
Smithfield pork. On those occasions the 
phlegmatic Dutchman held his porkers over 
till they were ready for the bacon-curers ; 
and again, if he missed his chance of hitting 
a good bacon market, he stiii held on and 


found an outlet among the German sausage- 
makers. He had three alternatives to market 
at three very different stages of his pig pro- 
duction, and for this reason co-operation and 
co-operative bacon factories never got a foot- 
hold in Holland, as they have done in Den- 
mark, where the producer has only one outlet 
—namely, the bacon trade. 

For a similar reason co-operation has not 
flourished in Ireland, where there has always 
been more than one distinct and competitive 
market for pigs. Now, fortunately for the 
producer, the pork market is added thereto, 
and his present happy condition is that. 
when his pig reaches from five to seven stone 
dead-weight, if the pork market is good, he 
can sell. If not, he holds on until the pig is 
ten to twelve stone dead-weight and sells to 
a bacon-curer. Again, if ne woes not like 
that outlet, he can carry his pig along to 
fifteen or eighteen stone dead-weight and take 
it to one of the regular fairs or local markets 
where the many pig-dealers’ “ live shippers ”” 
are anxious to get such pigs to distribute to 
the many English factories for conversion into 
English hams and English bacon and English 
small goods. It is obviously to the interest 
of the Irish pig-producer to keep all these 
alternative markets open and not to tie him- 
self to any single marketing organisation.—

HORSES AND ROADS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The old method of shoeing horses 
may have been very suitable when the road 
metal was simply spread in loosely and horses 
had to walk over it. It is, however, quite 
out of date. Now that the roads and streets 
are rolled, full shoes on horses are unsuitable 
and unnecessary, besides being a source cf 
great danger to the horses themselves, as we 
can see any day in our streets. For the 
present smooth roads and street- horses 
should not be ‘‘ shod ” at all. They should 
simply have a thin tip on the toe of the 
hoof (or, as it is called, a quarter-shoe), so 
that the frog is left free to wa. on. This 
acts as a pad and saves, the horse from a 
jar or skid in ‘setting down his foot; the 
more it is walked on the harder and faster 
it grows. Horses provided with these quarter- 
shoes put down their feet with greater sure- 
ness and freedom, and they do nos seem to 
have the same nervousness when walking or 
trotting on the smooth surface as with full 
shoes. 

The same thing applies to a frosty morn- 
ing, when the full shoes act like skates on 
ice. For horses and ponies in. spring vans 
this method of shoeing is excellent, and, 
I think, obvious. I am personally aware 
that it is being used on heavy horses drawing 
bread-carts and lorries, even on hilly roads, 
with satisfactory results. These horses had 
previously been shod with the old pattern 
shoe.—Yours, etc.,

WINDING-UP PROPOSAL TO BE 
CONSIDERED. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
Kilkenny Woollen Mills, Ltd., has been con- 
vened by the directors for Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 7, to consider a proposal to wind up 
the company, on the ground that, by reason 
of its present liabilities, it cannot continue 
its business. 

Should this resolution be passed a further 
reolution will be submitted proposing that a 
liquidator be appointed for the purpose of 
the winding-up. 

At the annual general meeting of the com- 
panv in November last, when the valanc» 
sheet showed a loss on the year’s trading of 
£2,714, Senator the Countess of Desart, who 
is Chairman of the company, stated that 
while their hopes had not been realised, her 
incorrigible optimism had not deserted her, 
and she was pinning her faith on what would 
result from the Tariff Commission.. 

It was decided at that meeting that if the 
report of the Tariff Commission were adverse 
to the application made by the combined 
woollen mills in the Free State for a duty on 
imported woollens, a special meeting of the 
company would be convened to consider the 
situation. 


A SURPRISE DECISION. 


The action of the directors, therefore, in 
propesing, before the Tariff. Commission’s re- 
port has been published, to wind up the 
company has come as a great surprise to the 
shareholders and the public generally. 

The mills were started about fifteen years 
ago, largely owing to the efforts of Captain 
the Hon. Otway Cuffe and the Countess of 
Desart. Captain Cuffe, who was prominently 
associated with the Gaelic League and the 
industrial revival, was the first chairman of 
the company, and on his death Lady Desart 
was appointed to the position. 

The present subscribed capital consists of 
51,711 ordinary shares of 10s. each. They 
were originally £1 shares, but some years 
ago, owing to financial stringency, they were 
written down to 10s. for seven years, from 
1918 to 1924. 

Trading showed substantial profits, the 
highest figures being recorded in the years 
ended July, 1919, and July. 1920. In the 
first of those two years the profits were 
£4,565 14s. 10d., and a dividend of 15 per 
cent., free of income tax, was declared. For 
1919-1920 the profit was £5,980 19s. 11d., and 
a similar dividend was declared. 

There has been a loss each year since 1925. 

The mills, which are situated at Green Vale,

RAID. 


STORY OF ATHLONE 
BANK OUTRAGE. 
FOUR MEN SENT FOR 
TRIAL, 


+... 
— 


A vivid account of the armed raid on 
the National Bank, Athlone, on January 
16th, was given by Mr. John Rice, the 
manager, at the Athlone District Court 
yesterday, when William Orohoe, farmer, 
Augnaclifie, County Longford; Francis 
Murtagh, farmer's son, Moydew, County 
Longford; William Peter Higgins, 
farmer's son, of same address, and John 
Stapleton, Strokestown, County Ros- 
common, were charged with conspiracy, 
with attempting an armed raid on the 
bank, with assaulting the manager, and 
with having illegal possession of arms. 
They were committed for trial. 

District Justice Kenny congratulated 
Mr. Rice on his ‘‘ extraordinary display of 
civic spirit’’ which had been so sadly 
lacking in the country, saying that the 
manager's conduct ought to be an example 
to others of what a citizen's duty was. 

MANAGER DESCRIBES THE RAID. 

Mr. Rice, giving evidence as to the raid, 
said—At about 10.15 o'clock I was in the 
office, and there happened to be only one 
customer in the bank at the time. The 
prisoner Orohoe came into the office, accom- 
panied by a man very like Murtagh. There 
was also another man resembling Higgins 
there. Orohoe addressed me first, saying that 
he wanted a loan of £10. Immediately then 
Orohoe and the man resembling Murtagh pre- 
sented two guns at me. ‘They said, “ Your 
money or your life. Put them up.” I replied 
that [ would not put them up. They again 
asked me to put them up, and I replied in a 
very loud and determined manner that I would 
not put them up. By this time the man very 
like Higgins got inside the counter, and 
Orohoe also got inside. 
my key, and | replied that it was upstairs. 

They told me to get it, and, accompanied 
by Higgins and Orohoe, I left the office. As 
I stepped out I got a view of the swing door 
(at the entrance), and I saw there the prisoner 
Stapleton. I then went into the private hall. I 
shouted before going in to open the door (a 
side door from the office). My wife. who 
happened to be inside the door, opened it, 
and when she saw the gun to my head she 
began to shout; she gave the alarm. Orohoe 
had the gun to my head. He said that he 
would shoot her if she did not cease shouting. 
and he put the revolver to her head. I told 
him not to shoot her. Then someone, whom I 
fancy was a raider, shouted, ‘“ Shoot the 
manager.” My wife shouted very loudly, and 
both these men ran away out of the private 
entrance. I ran after them, and at the swing 
door (the private entrance to the office) | 
seized the prisoner Stapleton, whom I handed 
over to the Guards. 

To Superintendent Higgins—There was no 
property taken away as a result of the 
** visit.”’ 

The Superintended producea a Webley and 
what was apparently a toy revolver, and the 
witness said that the two guns presented at 
him were like them. 

The prisoners, who were represented by Mr. 
P. C. Murtagh, solicitor, declined to ask 
any questions. . 

‘ WHERE IS THE STUFF ?’’ 

James Hanby, bank assistant, stated that 
he heard a scuffle in the bank, and as he 
looked round saw a revolver being dug into 
his side by the prisoner Orohoe, who said: 
'" Are you the cashier? Where is the stuff?” 
“Í told him,” said the witness, “that I 
was not the cashier, and did not know where 
the cash was. There was another man nea) 
Orohoe of the build of Higgins. He was 
threatening with a revolver. Orohoe tried 
to open my. desk, which was locked, and he 
did not succeed. I saw Murtagh outside the 
manager's box with a big heavy black re- 
volver, which he had pointed at him. Orohoe 
and the third man (not Murtagh) walked 
back to the manager’s box. I heard Orohoe 
shouting: ‘‘ Down with him if he does not 
put them up.” 

At the swing door stood a fourth man, 
with his hand pointed as if he had a revolver. 
He resembled Stapleton. 

THE ACCUSED IDENTIFIED. 

James Corcoran, bank assista-‘, identified 
Orohoe, whom, he said, told the manager 
to “put them up.” The manager refused, 
but the witness obeyed. Orohoe then de- 
manded the keys, saying to the manager: 
‘‘If you do not hand them over down you 
go.” The witness also identified Murtagh, 
who held up the remainder of the staff. 
While Orohoe and Higgins kept the manager 
covered, and after Mr. Rice told them that 
they would have to go upstairs for the keys, 
the witness heard Mrs. Rice screaming. Then 
someone shouted: ‘* Shoot the manager.”’ 

Murtagh, who at this time was holding up 
the staff, looked out of the bank door to see 
how things were going outside. In a few 
minutes he left. The witness saw the manager 
afterwards seizing Stapleton. He identified 
all of the accused as having been present at 
the raid. 

John J. O'Donnell, accountant, said that 
Murtagh told him ‘to put up his hands. 
Murtagh pointed a revolver at him and 
another member of the staff. The witness 
heard the manager say: ‘*‘ Do not shoot Mrs. 
tice, anvhow.”’ 

THE MOTOR DRIVER'S EVIDENCE. 

Archibald Mitchell, motor driver, Patrick 
street, Mullingar, said that on the instruc- 
tions of his employer, David O'Callaghan, ise 
drove four men on the morning of the 16th 
January to Athlone. Three of the men were 
Murtagh, Orohoe, and Higgins; the fourth 
he did not know. They left on a red Ford 
Sedan about 5 a.m., and arrived in 
Athlone at. about 6.30 a.m. On the journey 
the men made no remark whatever. One of 
the men said on arrival to have the fir 
ready for t1eturn at ten minutes to 10 
or 10 «'ciock. Then the men departe-. 
One hour and a half later Murtagh came back 
and spoke to him again. Half an hour later 
he got the witness to drive the car to King 
street, and, after passing the National Bank, 
Murtagh told him to pull up. The witness 
declined, saying that the street was too 
narrow to turn the car in, and he went ahead 
and turned the car at the top of Connaught 
street. When half way down King street on 
the return journey, Murtagh told him to pull 
up and to wait at the corner of the Square, 
beside the Military Barracks. Murtagh got 
out of the car. The witness waited, and five 
or ten minutes afterwards three men, Murtagh, 
Orohoe and Higgins, came down to him 
from the bank direction, got into the car, and 
told him to go back home. 

Witness drove towards Moate, 
was stopped by the Guards. 

A revolver was produced in court, and 
when asked where he first saw it, the witness 
replied, “ When the Guards brought it into 
the day-room.”’ 

GOING TO THE FAIR. 

James Walsh, Mullingar, said that Murtagh 
and Orohoe asked if they could stop at his 
mother’s hotel on Sunday night, the 15th 
instant. They said that they wanted a 
motor to go to Athlone fair in the morning. 
Stapleton and Higgins subsequently called at 
the hotel, aryl said that they were stopping 
with Murtagh and Orohoe. Murtagh said 
that they all wanted breakfast at five in the 
morning.

THE ARRESTS. 

Sergeant P. J. Gaffney, of Moate, stated 
that on 16th January, at 10.20 a.m., he got 
a message from Athlone, and he got three 
Guards on duty. At 10.45 a.m. they ob- 
served the red Ford car coming from the 
Athlone direction. Guard Logue held up his 
hand and the car stopped. The three Guards 
and the witness approached the car from both 
sides. They took Orohoe, Higgins and 
Murtagh to the barracks, and ordered Mitchell 
to drive the car to the barrack door. When 
asked to account for their movements, 
Orohoe answered for the rest, and said that 
he was at the fair of Athlone selling a horse. 
He said that he drove with the motor car to 
Athlone from Mullingar, and a man bought 
the horse. 

At this time Guard Brennan produced a 
long Webley revolver, which he said that he 
found in the back of the car. The revolver 
was loaded in four chambers. All of the 
prisoners denied that they had seen the re- 
volver previously. 

THE REVOLVER AND THE 
AMMUNITION. 

Guard Brennan stated that when he ob- 
served the car approaching it was going be- 
tween 25 and 30 miles an hour. He searched 
the prisoners and the car, and under the back 
seat where the prisoners were sitting he found 
the revolver. 

Guard Hayes, Moate, said that he searched

FIRST MEETING IN 
DUBLIN IN MARCH, 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
In connection with the 
Agricultural Association comprising delegates 
from the twenty-six County Committees ol 


lowing Sub-Committee has been appointed t 
draft an agenda for the Agricultural Congress 
to be held in Dublin on the Ist March next: 

Messrs. P. Belton (Dublin), P. Phelan 
(Kildare), T. O'Sullivan (Cork), 1. Loftus 
(Mayo), P. Baxter (Cavan), J. feill, 
(Monaghan), C. M. Byrne (Wicklow), J. 
Brophy (Carlow), M. J. McDermott (Roscom- 
mon), J. McCormack (Limerick), de NicGee 
(Louth), S. Cobb (Offaly). 

While the formation of such an Association 
is eminently desirable, especially as it will 
bring together farmers from every part of 
the country, its scope must necessarily be 
limited. If it is organised on the lines of 
the Technical Instruction Congress held every 
year a very definite object will be served. 
When the officers of Techmical Instruction 
Committees were connected with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and organised an Asso- 
ciation Congress the expenses of two delegates 
from each county were sanctioned by the 
Department. It was stated some time ago 
that if the proposed Agricultural Congress 
was run on similar lines payment of tie 
expenses of two delegates would be approved 
of. At the Technical Instruction Congress, 
which is usually attended by the chief of the 
Technical Instruction Branch, papers of 
practical interest are read and discussed. 
Whether this is the idea in the minds of the 
promoters of the Agricultural Congress 
remains to be seen. 


FARMERS AND THE DEPARTMENT. 

Properly conducted, such an annual meet- 
ing is certain to have satisfactory results in 
bringing about co-ordination between County 
Committees of Agriculture in their work. 

A point that seems to be lost sight of bv 
those who desire the restoration of the 
Council of Agriculture is that farmers can 
now have their grievances brought directl\ 
‘under the notice of the Minister for Agricul 
ture, There are many Farmer Deputies in 
the Dail, and throngh their Parliamentary 
activities the Department of Agriculture can 


the Minister sees that such a move is desi 
able. 

At a meeting in County Louth during the 
week the need for an Advisory Counci! was 
strongly emphasised. It:does not seem to be 
generally known that there are actually in 
existence Consultative Councils in connection 
with the Live Stock Breeding Act, the Dairy 
Produce Act and the Agricultural Produce 
(Eggs) Act. From a panel of names sent 
forward by the different interests. concerned, 
the Minister for Agriculture has nominated 
certain people as members of the Consulta- 
tive Councils indicated. The Council ap- 
pointed under the Live Stock Breeding Act 
meets at least twice a year, and the others 
as occasion requires. Before any changes are 
made these bodies are consulted by the 
Minister, and he 1s guided in his decisious 
by their advice.

Mr. P. V. C. Martagh, solicitor, on behalf 
of Higgins and Orohoe applied for bail, stat- 
ing that their fathers were substantia! 
farmers, Higgins having 130 acres of land. 
Orahoe himself was a fairly substantial 
farmer, and in a well-to-do position. 

Superintendent Higgins objected, and the 
District Justice said that even if the State 
did not object he would not even consider 
an application for bail. The crime was too 
serious.

Apart from the 
constitutional issue, Canada and the Free 
State have much in common. Both, for 
instance, have important minorities.

Canada, therefore, has many 
problems which are shared to a less extent 
by the Free State, and when Mr. 
Cosgrave goes to Ottawa he will be 
interested in the methods the 
Canadians have adopted in dealing with 
He will not feel a stranger in 
Ottawa; for he has met Mr. Mackenzie 
King on more than one occasion in 
London, and will be greeted by many 
thousands of Irishmen from all parts of 
our island who have preferred settlement 
in Canada to exile in the United States. 
Canada has her own “Shannon Scheme” 
in the shape of a proposal to construct 
a huge waterway on the St. Lawrence 
River. This project has been examined 
by a National Advisory VJommittee, 
whose report has been handed to the 
and the discussion of the 
scheme may dominate the parha- 
mentary session.

French Students. 


Sir Walter Scott describes the heroic 
sacrifices which many poor Scotsmen of 
his day made for the education that in 
after years brought them fame as lawyers, 
preachers and men of science. One peasant 
spent nine months on the farm and the 
winter session at Edinburgh University, 
where he contrived to exist on a barrel of 
salted herrings. Now education is cheap 
in most countries; yet the days of such 
sacrifice are not ended. The Paris Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph sites 


some inspiring examples from the lives 


of the “new poor ” in France. ‘There the 
great majority of university students is 
drawn from the classes that have been hit 
most hardly by post-war conditions. 
Before the war a student in Paris could 
live comfortably on 200 francs (£8) a 
month; to-day he must achieve miracles 
if he is to make ends meet on 1,000 francs, 
the present equivalent of £8 sterling. 
Meals cost seven or eight francs, and 
rooms which, in 1914, were let at fifty 
francs a month now cost at least 250 
francs. There are many students whose 
minute allowances, coupled with their high 
resolve to secure education, compel them 
to “lead double lives —but in what an 
honourable sense of that dubious term! 
One student at Paris University conducts 
a motor omnibus during the hours when 
he is not preparing to qualify as a dental 
surgeon. Another is a lamplighter. Others 
drive taxi-cabs by night; and dozens of 
future doctors and engineers find employ- 
ment at night in the cleaning of motor 
cars. There is a little restaurant near 
the Sorbonne which, with the exception of 
the proprietor and the cook, is staffed 
entirely by students of law and medicine. 
Some women students, not less brave than 
the men, act as nursemaids and daily 
“ helps ”; and one, who intends to become 
a barrister, is a dancer in a music-hall. 
The correspondent says truly that “the 
University of Paris could receive no higher 
tribute, and its professors would ask no 
better material.” So far as we are aware, 
the French Departments have no institu- 
tions which aid local students after the 
manner of the Irish Free State’s county 
council scholarships. How many students 
in Dublin are cleaning taxi-cabs and 
acting as waiters for the sake of a 
university education? No doubt, county 
council scholarships are good things; but 
the fact remains—attested most surely by 
the wisdom of the ages—that the moral 
value of education depends largely on the 
sacrifices which it involves. 


Two Women. 


To-morrow will be the bicentenary of 
the death of Stella Johnson; yesterday 
was the centenary of the death of Lady 
Caroline Lamb. The lives of the fiery 
Caroline and of the gentle Stella have 
this much in common: both suffered 
grievously through their association with 
men of genius. Stella was the more 
fortunate, since Swift returned ‘her love 
and sent her the tenderest love-letters that 
a woman ever received. Caroline Lamb’s 
forty-two years were almost wholly tragic ; 
her mad passion for Byron broke her 
heart and brought misery to her husband, 
that hard and cynical, yet pathetic, figure 
who was Queen Victoria s Prime Minister. 
The gay and beautiful niece of the famous 
Georgiana, Duchess of Devonshire, she 
had been married for seven years to her 
cousin, afterwards Lord Melbourne, when 
she met Lord Byron. Her first instinct 
was of repulsion: “he is mad,’’ she wrote 
in her diary—” mad, bad and dangerous 
to know.”’ Soon, however, she was 
utterly and recklessly in love with the 
handsome, romantic poet who— 

bore 
From England to the Atolian shore 
The pageant of his bleeding heart. 


She pursued him everywhere, even visiting 
him in male disguise, until their relations 
became the scandal of a not too censorious 
age. Then Byron tired of her and treated 
her with a callousness for which he had 
not the excuse of lunacy, ‘‘Correct your 
vanity,’ he wrote, “which is ridiculous ; 
exert your absurd caprices on others ; and 
leave me in peace.” Caroline revenged 
herself{-with a novel in which she described 
her intrigue with ,Byron; and when she 
met him at a ball they had a public and 
unseemly exchange of reproaches. Never- 
theless, she collapsed when the poet's 
funeral passed her door, and never 
recovered from the shock. 
is f rgotten, but the ill-starred beauty lives 
in the pages of Disraeli’s ' Venetia.’’

THE PERSONNEL OF THE 
CORPORATION.

While the Free State Minister for 
Finance and the Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture are in almost daily conference 
as to the details of the Agricultural 
Credits Corporation, I am informed that 
no dezision as to the personnel of the 
Corporation has yet been reached. [It is 
the hope of the Executive Council, how- 
ever, that the directors will be appointed 
and at work within a month or so. 
Among those who have been mentioned 
as directors to be nominated by the 
Minister for Finance are Mr. P. Baxter, 
who was the leader of the Farmers’ group 
in the last Dail, and Senstor O'Hanlon, 
who for a considerable time was the 
Secretary of the Irish Farmers’ Union. 
The Agricultural Credit Act provides 
that the number of directors (including 
the Chairman) shall be ‘seven, of whom 
four shall be elected by the shareholders 
and three by the Minister. So long as 
the Minister holds more than 200.000 


shares it rests with him to nominate the} 


Chairman of the directors from amongst 
his nominees.

HELD UP ON A LONELY

break this morning. 

When the van reached the tunnel of 
trees on the road at Queensfort, at about 
seven o'clock, the headlights showed that 
one of the trees had been felled and was 
blocking the way.

CAPTURE OF ESCAPED 
FRENCH ROYALIST. 


From Revter’s Corrrsronvent. 
PARIS, Th ursday- 

M. Delest, the manacer of the Royalist 
Aclion Francaise, who escaped from the 
Santé Prison at the same time as M. Leon 
Daudet, the Royalist leader. was arrested 
to-day near Mont de Marsan (Department 
of Landes). | 

The arrest was effected without incident. 
M. Delest did not deny his identity, but 
protested against his arrest in view of the 
fact that his sentence had expired. He 
also stated that he had been allowed to 
leave the Santé Prison, and had not 
escaped. He had come-to Samadet. to see 
his mother. who was ill. and this was the 
second time that he had done so. though 
he was well aware that the police had 
been watching the district for a long 
time. 

M. Delest was taken to Mont de Marsan 
in a taxi-cab, and is now confined in the 
prison there. He is being treated as a 
political prisoner 

‘The rews of M. Delest’s recapture recalls 
one of the most successful hoaxes of modern 
times. A member of the Rovalist organisa- 
tion, the Camelots du Roi. rewresenting him- 
self to le the Minister of the Interior, on 
Tune 25 last, rang up the Governor of the 
Santé Prisan, and ordered him to set free at 
ance MM.

Party. After telephoning for confirmation to 
what he took to be the Ministry of the 
Interior, but in reality to another of the 
hoaxers. the Governor.

LEACHMAN MURDER 
RECALLED. 


SHEIKH ON TRIAL AFTER 
SEVEN YEARS.

THE NEED FOR REFORM. 

Mr. C. Eason, M.A., read a paper entitled 
“ The rr of the Poor Law t 
Reform oí the Irish Poor Law, he said; was 
a slow process. The attention oí the publie 
was first called to the neea of reform by a 
paper read by the late Dr. Moorhead, medical 
officer of the Cootehill Workhouse, before the 
irish Medical Association, in January, 1895, 
A — Commissioner was then sent to Ire 
land by the British Medical Journal. This 
was fotlowed by the formation of the Irish 
Workhouse Association in January, 11897. In 
response to an appeal from this Association, 
the Irish Catholic LM in June, 1897, passed 
a resolution condemning pauper nursing, and 
recommending the appointment of trained 
nurses; and in September the Local Govern- 
ment Board issued a general order, with a 
view to compelling the employment of trained 
nurses, 

_ The work oí reform really began with the 
issue by the Government of the Irish Free 
state of schemes to place the administration 
ma county basis in 1923, The reforms. re- 
quired were to separate the treatment of the 
sick entirely from poor relief, to establish 
County Homes for the aged and infirm, and 
ta make separate arrangements for the mental 
defectives in workhouses, unmarried mothers 
and children. 

THE COMMISSION REPORT. 

Dealing with the report of the Irish Poor 
Law Commission, issued last vear, Mr, Eason 
said that the proposal to send children to 
industrial ie a was objected to by some 
persons whose opinion was entitled to serious 
consideration; but, he thougbt it must be 
admitted that cases did occur in which 
children could not, be boarded ont, either 
because no stitable homes could be found 
or because the children for various reasons 
would not be accepted. There was ample 
testimony to the good work done by. indus- 
trial schools under great difficulties. There 
were, no doubt, some cases of failure, but 
such would occur under any system. 

The report recommended the abolition of 
Boards of Health and the control of poor 
relief by a paid official appointed by and 
responsible to the County Council, who would 
be in entire charge of the Poor Law services 
of the county. his was a very important 
proposal, It was not satisfactory to have the 
local bodies set aside, though he thought it 
was generally agreed that the cases in which 
this had been done had been justified by the 


results, 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 

In the report regarding Northern Ireland, 
which was issued in October of last. year, 
the proposal to substitute paid officials for 
local bodies was rejected. He thought that 
his decision of the Northern Commission 
should. be taken into account. before deciding 
to abolish the Boards of Health of the Irish 
Free State. Both reports agreed on the main 
principles, 

To carry out the reforms suggested in the 
Irish Free State, Mr. Eason added, would 
require considerable expenditure, but the 
people should respond to the call to do their 
duty to their fellow countrymen who were in 
need of help. 

DISPENSARY - DOCTORS. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Eason, 
Sir William: Thompson said that when thev 
considered that about one-fifth of the popu- 
ation of the Free State came under the Poor 
Law they would recognise: the responsibility 
of those who were carrying out Poor Law 
duties. He was glad that the Commission had 
recognised the valuable work of dispensary 
doctors, who had to contend with many 
ciffculties,; As regards County Hospitals, 
mauy improvements were essential. 

Mr, George E. Shanahan, hon. treasurer, 
seconded the vote of thanks. 

The Right Rev, Monsignor Dunne said that 
af the report was widely read by the public 
he was sure that there would be no objection 
to paying for the reforms suggested. 

Dr. Rowlette said that from 1838 to 1895 
the Poor Law system remained almost un- 
changed. It seemed that there was nobody 
to advocate reforms. As regards the ~ hos- 
pitals im the country, a doctor was now. ex- 
pected to be an expert in surgery, pathology, 
\-ray treatment, and many other subjects. | 
That was a great drawback. 

MR. O'CONNOR'S STATEMENT. 

Mr, Charles W. O'Conor said that as he had 
heen Chairman of the Irish Poor Law Com. 
mission, he would like to reply to the last 
speaker. Dr. Rowlette said that the report 
had been wanting in vision, dnd that it pro- 
duced no new ideas. The Commission sat 
alter two other Commissions had reviewed the 
vhole field. The Commission in the Irish 

ree State had the benefit of the changes 

it had been made in the last seven or eicht 
irs. He claimed that the ecommendations 
of the Commission were sound. They had no 
it to legislate for people who were able 
care of themselves. He doubted very 
much whether there was a sufficient number 
Sane epileptics to warrant the setting up 
the Free State of an institution for their 

le care and treatment. 

The Ministry should, as far as possible, put 
all the institutions into proper repair and 
bring them up to date. The Commission felt 
hat they should strain every etfort to keep 
the people out of institutions and preserve 

me jife intact. That could only he done 
vy the granting of sufficient home assistan-e. 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power said that they 
hould not forget the Commission which sat 
in 1920, which laid the foundations of the 
system which was adopted in 1925. 

Dr. Hennessy, T.D., said that, with six or 
seven exceptions, he did not see any striking 
evidence of improvement in the hospitals in 
the last twenty or thirty years. 


MENTALLY DEFECTIVE CHILDREN. 

Dr. Alice Barry appealed for more care for 
mentally defective children. “The streets 
are full of them,” she added, ‘‘and no atten- 
tidn seems to be paid to them.”’ 

Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretarv to the 
Ministry for Toca] Government, said that he 
had a better opinion of the local authorities 
after listening to the discussion than he had 
hefore. As far as he was concerned, -his 
gratitude was to the reader of the paper, and 
to him! alone.

LORD CUSHENDUN ON 
UNITY. 


At the luncheon, “which followed the 
meeting of the Unionist Council, Lord 
Craigavon proposed the health of Lord 
Cushendun, Chancellor of ‘the Duchy of 
Lancaster, who, he said, was one of the 


pillars of the Empire and a solid friend 


of Northern Ireland, i 

Lord ' Cúshendnn, responding’ to the 
toast, said that the time. had come when 
they could.look back on.the pre-war years 
if á spirit of detachment. “Hé confessed 
that he could recollect no important de- 
Carson in those 
days which; in the light of the knowledge 
of to-day, could be described as a mistake. 
That, he thought, was a tribute that could 
be paid to few political leaders. who had 
such critical undertakings to carry 
through. Lord Carson’s whole policy was 
wise. 

When Lord Craigavon referred to the 
Free State he always spoke. of it in a 
spirit of good-will. That, he was sure, 
was the attitude of Ulster to the Free 
State.. But nobody should imagine that, 
because they viewed the Free State with 
the utmost good-will, they had any reason 
te repent that they thought it-wise not to 
share the Free State, fortunes. 

IDEALS. 

When he observed the political, social, or 
economic conditions of the Irish Free State 
he felt inclined, in*no Pharasaical spirit, to 
thank God that they. stood upon their own 
feet. Friends of his in England sometimes 
said, in speaking of Ireland—‘' Well, we sup- 

ise that a union between the North and the 
Éouth is an unattainable ideal.” He always 
replied that it was not an .ideal at. “all. 
(Laughter.) An ideal was something which 
one concerved to be desirable even if possibly 
unattainable. Ee 

To his mind, and he believed the majority 
of his fellow -4tHstermen’s minds, union 
between the two States, North and Sonth, 
was not an unattainable ideal. On the con- 
trary, it was-a catastrophe to be feared. 
(Applause. ) | 

When he met friends’ from: the Southern 
part of freland and entered into.conversation 
with them with regard to the ve and the 
present he was almost always able to detect 
in their words a spirit of disillusionment. «He 
did not think. that in Northern Ireland , they 
suffered from disillusionment. They had- their 
ewn problems and their own difficultiés ; but, 
on the whole, those who knew-the history of 
what brought them to the position of to-day 
experienced not. so much disillusionment as 
satisfaclion. (Applause,) - . 

. TIES WITH GREAT BRITAIN, 

If thev agreed with him iu that. he hoped 
they would agree with him that the policy 
and the ideal which they ought.to pursué was 
that, of the closest. possible. inion with their 
fellow-countrymen across the Channel. (Ap- 
plause.)} The name of Unionist was not 
obsolete. They desired—and hé recalled that 
this was constantly urged by Lord Carson— 
the closest possible union in every Way they 
could accomplish it with Great Britain; and 
he said with the greatest satisfaction that that 
appeared to be the policy of Lord Craigavon 
and his Government. (Applause. ) 

If prosperity developed Ulster would have 
her full share of it, her share not merely of 
that which was based upon Imperial preter- 
ence by the conditions of overseas Dominions, 
but as part and pareel herself of the great 
central nit of- production which was the 
Mother Country of the Empire as a whole. 

It was of first-rate importance that the 
Ulster members in the Imperial Parliament 
should not merely give a vote there occa- 
sionally when some Very critical division 
was called in order to avert a vote of censure 
or to register some exceptional decision, but 
that they should take part, so far as possible, 
in the daily work of Parliament, so that the 
heads of théir party in the House of Com- 
mons at Westminster should feel when they 
looked at their lists that the Ulster members 
were not merely a. separate group which 
might be summoned, by telegram on excep- 
tional occasions, but that they might be, so 
far as possible, relied upon as part of the 
great Conservative Party representing the 
country as a whole. (Applause.) _ 

He was quite aware of the difficulties 
which presented themselves to gentlemen who 
held a seat at Westminster And also a seat in 
the Parliament at Belfast, especially if they 
held an official position in Belfast; but that 
was a problem he would not presume to 
advise how it was to be solved. He was quite 
certain, however, that in the interests both 
of Uister and of the Empire it was one deserv- 
ing the fullest consideration from the Unionist 
Council and from the Government. (Ap-

The Minister for Finance (Mr. H. M. 
Pollock), in reply, said that it would be ad- 
mitted that the Government had every 
ground for claiming that the constitutional 
changes involved in the establishment of the 
Northern Parliament had not interfered with, 
but rather had assisted, the progress of the 
province towards better conditions. 

“ At the time of the transfer of our powers 
there was a period of very heavy inflation. 
Prices of all commodities had increased enor- 
mously, and if a valuation of the material 
wealth of the province had been taken -at. 
that time the wealth of Ulster would have 
certainly reached very high figures. But this 

riod of artificial prosperity was quickly 
ollowed by a sudden and disastrous slump, 
so that all calculations of previous wealth 
were valueless, | 

‘The property and wealth were there, but 
changed. 
Since the introduction of the gold standard, 
however, three years ago, the value of money 
in its relation to goods has become’ more 
stable, and we should soon be in a position 
to make more definite comparisons and cal- 
culations as to our progress in material 
wealth. 

“ H, however, we take into account all the 
indices which are at present available, we 
must be making progress. There is 
a great deal of money, which, of course, 
represents wealth, retained in the province, 
which formerly went elsewhere. The land 
annuities, amounting to about £650,000 
vearly; are one example ef what I mean. 
There is also the whole cost of our adminis- 
trative machinery, which formerly went to 
Dublin, and quite a number? of different items 
of expenditure in the province which before 


EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 


“But in addition to these very natural 
consequences of the establishment of the seat 
of government within our own borders, there 
is another factor which has an important 
bearing on any estimate of our position— 
namely, the relatién between our exports and 
imports. Clearly, unless we are paying for 
imported foodstuffs, machinery, luxuries, and 
so on, by exported manufactures and products 
of various kinds, we must be paying for them 
by the export of our é¢apital wealth. 

“ What, in fact, is the case? Year by year 
particulars of our: exports and imports have 
been compiled with as great a degree of 
occuracy as possible, and we find that during 
the past seven years, even during the worst 
years of the slump, the difference between the 
two remained stdady. When we take the 
so-called ‘‘ imvisible’’ items into account, we 
have evidence that the fina! balance is in 
favour of exports, and this is a clear indica- 
tion that, notwithstanding unexampled 
depression, the wealth of our province has 
actually been slowly, hut steadily, increasing. 

“The outward and visible manifestation 
of the favourable change, which can be seen 
by everybody, is the fact that approximately 
3,000 additional houses have been built, re- 
presenting some four millions of money, 
While the volume of additional savings in 
banks of various kinds and the increasing 
general jpvestinents of the people all give 
evidencé of progress, 

“ It would be idle to pretend that all our 
industries are in a condition oí prosperity. 
But this can be said: there 1s no important 
industry in the country which has not. re- 
ceived encouragement and help at the hands 
of the Government. In this respect we have, 
to some extent; gone in advance of. British 
standards of benefit; but this departure is 
justified because .of.our greater local needs 
and our own special knowledge of local con- 


ditions. 
. AGRICULTURE. 

“ Agriculture is unquestionably passing 
through a serious penod of depression, 
although nothing comparable to the con- 
ditions obtaining’ in the same industry in 
Britain. The Government has already devoted 
large sums in the endeavour to improve agri- 
cultural conditions, and we are still trying to 
devise some’ schemes of practical help through 
the machinery of the Minister of Agriculture. 

““As for myself, I have a strong objection 
to money doles to individuals; these have a 
tendency to destroy that sense of self-reliance 
which in the end must be the basis of real 
prosperity. They, have also a pauperising 
tendency, which it is very undesirable to 
develop; but money spent upon the improve- 
ment of the industry itself will, I am con- 
vinced, be a good investment and materially 
help to.a return of prosperous conditions. 

“Our. important textile trades are also 
meeting, hard times. Here, again, the 
Government is offering substantial help and 
encouragement; not alone to the industry as 
it exists, But also in the endeavour to develop 
new markets. I believe that those interested 
in the trade are hopeful of good results from 
this assistance. 

“Notwithstanding. all. these. handicaps, I 
am satisfied that the outlook is not unpromis- 
ing, and that we are gradually approaching 
better times. , We have, certainly, gone 
throngh. shadows; it will not be long, I 
believe, before we~reach the sunshine. The 
rate of progress depends largely upon our- 
‘selves. 

‘If a full. measure of prosperity is to be 
attained, there must be no doubts as to our 
political stability. There should be no waver- 
ing or disputations over petty details, In- 
ternal ‘weakness is infinitely more dangerous 
than external attack. All history proclaims 
thie’ fact. 

“ Ulster offers as fair a prospect as any 
part of the Kingdom for the further develop- 
ment. of her present industries, and especially 
for the establishment of new industries, But 
ib would .be fatal to all our hopes and ex- 
pectations if any doubts existed. as to the 
permanence of our Canstitutional position. In 
such a case capital would avoid us as 4 
plague spot. If we can only get firmly fixed 
in our minds that the Government of Ireland 
Act is a Charter settling our destiny for all 
time, then neither doubt nor fear need disturb 
our thoughts as to the certainty of the 
prosperity of Ulster.” (Applauee,) 


LABOUR UNIONISTS. 
INDUSTRIAL PEACE IN THE 
NORTH. 


Speaking at a social meeting of the Ulster 
Labour Unionists’ Association in Belfast last 
night Viscount Craigavon said that he was 
proud of the confidence that had been re- 
newed in him by the Ulster Unionist Council, 
and he would -go back reinvigorated to do 
still more to capture orders for their ship- 
yards and their looms. He urged upon the 

yal ‘working people of the province 
to. stick together in the old loyal 
way, and prove, that unity was etrength. 

Lord Cushendun read a letter from Word 
Carson, President of the Association, which 
stated that there never was a time in which 
it was more necessary to adopt on all occa- 
sions an attitude of firm resolve as far as 
possible to promote industrial peace between 
employers and. employed. Those who shad 
the real interests: of > oe at. heart knew 
perfectly well .that trade and employment 
could not advance by false teachings, but by 
steady perseverance and successful work, 
which alone gould. bring about prosperity and 
good condition" of labour. 

‘The Margnis of Londonderry said that he 
was happy to think that the difficulties sur- 
rounding the question of capital and labour 
were ‘gradually being solved, and he believed 
that in a wry short time they would be 
difficulties of the*past: He knew that their 
‘good wishes went out to the conference be- 
taveen. representatives of employers and trade 
unions, who were meeting in the hope that 
they. would definitely place on a stable and 
lasting footing a real sympathetic understand- 
ing betweén the two great wing: of industry.

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LORD CUSHENDUN ON 
BRITAIN’S POLICY, 


—k——- 


In an address to the Ulster Unionist 
Council, in Bélfast yesterday, Lord Cushen- 
dun, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster 
and Great Britain’s chief representative on 
the Preparatory Committee of the  Dis- 
armament Conference, administered a sharp 
rebuke to Sir Herbert .Sammel for certain 
statements that he made recently. 

“It was with nothing short of disgust,” 
said Lord Cushendun, “that I noticed that 
Sir Herbert Samuel in talking of the recent 
conferences with the United States over 
naval disarmament attributed the failure of 
those conferences to the representatives of his 
own country. 

“Tv would have been so easy by the 
smallest exercise of patriotic emotion to have 

unted out that, regrettable as was the 

lure to arrive at an agreement with the 

United States on the subiect,: the failure 
certainly did not lie with the representatives 
of His Majesty's Government... He might 
have pointed out that their proposals would 
In the next few years have relieved their 
taxpayers of no less than 50 millions of 
expenditure, 

á CATCHWORD POINT. 

He might have pointed out that thev 
made proposals which: would have reduced 
very substantially the sise and power and 
the cost oí the greatest warships in order 
to bring about by agreement a reduction 
of ‘taxation and a reduction of armaments. 
All that he must have known, all that he 
could quite easily have recorded; but he 
preferred to make a little catchword point 
in favour of the Liberal Party by offering a 
jibe, an untrue jibe, at the. representatives 
of his own country.” 

In the matter of disarmament and arbitra- 
tion, and the movement in the direction of 
peace, Great Britain had unmistakably taken 
the lead. (Applause.) Some people might 
think that they had taken the lead almost 
too emphatically. 

They came out of the war with. their 
naval: supremacy more unchallengeable than 
it had been since the time ef Trafalgar. 
Immediately fhe war was over they put 
on the scrap heap some two million of tons 
of the finest fighting material that had ever 
ruled the waves. They immediately reduced 
to caretaker’s condition two of their naval 
dockyards, and if such was nota demonstra- 
tion of what their country was prepared to 
do in the way of disarmament, he did not 
know the meaning of language. 

He could give them equal instances of the 
reduction of land forces, but, notwithstanding 
it all, they had men like Sir Herbert Samuel 
and others who kept raising scares that, be- 
cause there was a Conservative Government 
in power, they were drifting into the danger 
of some new war. 

NO FOUNDATION, 

“Do not believe a word of it,” exclaimed 
Lord Cushendun. ‘‘ There is not the slightest 
foundation for any such prophecies.” He 
noticed in the papers that the President of 
the United States, commenting on a wild 
speech by one of his own admirals, said that 
he was 4% pry that anyone should take 
seriously talk of that sort. He would like 
respectfully to express his entire agreement 
with the President of the United States on 
that point. 

Whatever the reasons—they must assume that 
there were good reasons—their friends in 
America were starting a very considerable 
programme of naval construction. They in 
Britain had not the slightest intention of 
entering into competition with them—(hear, 
hear)—and for a very good reason. 

Some people said that war between Great 
Britain and the United States was unthink- 
able. (Hear, hear.) Other people said that 
that was an exaggerated expression. Whether 
it was or not, he was quite certain that there 
was no corner of the world and no subject 
that could be imagined in which the interests 
of Great Britain and the interests of the 
United States came into conflict. There was, 
therefore, no possible reason for anticipating 
that at any time there would be, or could be, 
war between those two great nations. 

The danger that confronted them, and 
which they must keep their eyes fixed upon 
in their imperial life, was not war with a 
foreign country. It was class war at home, 
and class war arising from revolutionary 
opinions held, not by any large body of their 
people, but by a dangerous and noisy 
minority in several localities. He was glad 
to -believe,. from: all he heard, that a new 
Spirit was arising and was being cultivated 
between employers and workmen through 
their land, and God grant that it might 
develop. (Applause.) :

FROM Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday. 
To judge by the number of deputations 
that waited on the Cork Cwgunty Council at 
their special meeting-held here to-day to con- 
sider the expenditure on the roads for the 
county in the coming year, it seemed as if 


their interests. Their demands ranged from 
modest requirements costing £50 to more 
ambitious schemes for the transformation of 
“ bohereens ” into county roads and the 
making of new roads involving several thous- 
ands. Two hours was occupied in hearing 
the views of the deputations. 
THE UNCOLLECTED RATES. 

Before taking up the main business*of the 
meeting the Chairman (Mr. W. J. Broderick) 
reminded the Council that their roads expen- 
diture was a distinct feature of their general 
administration, and they must deal with the 
question in relation to their other demands. 
He pointed out that virtually £230,000 re- 
raained uncollected of last year’s rates, which 
amounted to £437,000. That meant thai 
more than half of their income was still out- 
standing after ten months’ collection. 

‘‘ Statemeuts have been made from time to 
time,’’ he added, “that, the rates were being

WORKS OF NECESSITY. 

Mr. E. Carey, T.D., said that if any un- 
necessary works were ineluded in the schedule 
of proposals they should be excluded. © All 
public boards in the county were reducing 
their expenditure, and that Council should 
take similar action and direct their attention 
solely to those works of absolute necessity. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. E. Callanan, the Secretary, read a 
summary of the road estimate for the year 
ending 1929, which showed that the pro- 
posals formulated by the County Surveyor 
amounted to £288,808, and those of Coun- 
cillors to £35,577, making a total demand of 
£324,185. 

Some of the members’ suggestions, it was 
pointed out, were embraced in the official 
estimate of last year by the Surveyor as 
£246,894, and Councillors’ schemes £6,899, 
but these were cut down to an estimated ex- 
penditure of £150,356. 

NO GOVERNMENT GRANT YET. 

Mr. O’Gorman asked what amount of 
grant money would be available from the 
Government. sources towards the proposed 
works and maintenance next yeur. 

The Chairman—So far the Government 
have not committed themselves to any great, 
expenditure for the coming year, 

Mr. Lynch—What proportion of the ex- 
penditure that you mention—£524,000—will 
come from the Government ? 

Lhe Chairman said that the Secretary had 
been in communication with tne Jocal 
Government Department, and the 
authorities had not yet committed 
themselves to any grant. He 
further explained that last year the 
amount paid b~ the Government in ordinary 
maintenance grants was nothing, but they 
had received £200,000, or one-tenth of the 
two million Loan’ collected, for the recon- 
struction of trunk roads, 

Mr. J. Splaine suggested the limiting of 
their proposed expenditure on roads to 
£160,000, a proposal which was seconded by 
Mr. M. P. Corry, T.D., who declared that it 
was high time the Council drew the line 
somewhere. ‘‘ The people are unable to bear 
the present burden of taxation,’’. he said, 
‘‘ and we will have to deal with it here.” 

£160,000 ALLOCATED. 

Mr. Splaine proposed tha’ the road expen- 
diture for the coming year be limited to 
£160,000. 

Mr. Corry seconded. 

Mr. J, M. O'Connor proposed and Mr. 8. 
McCarthy secc ded an amendment limiting 
it to £150,000. 

Mr. Jerh. Aherne, Mr. P. Bradley and 
others described a limited road expenditure, 
such as was proposed, as false economy. “ó” 

After a discussion it was agreed that a 
maximum sum 6f £160,000 be allocated. 

The Secretary mentioned that the money 
fcr continuing contracts and amounts to be 
set aside for ordinary maintenance on main 
roads and v.ork on the county roads, added 
together, amounted to £9,000 more than the 
£160,000 which the Council had passed for 
everything. 

Mr. Barrett—And does not allow even any- 
thing to to-day’s deputations for the new 
works. (Laughter.) 

It was eventually decided to allocate 
£16,000 to new works, and thus leave 
£144,000 available for maintenance works. 

The members then discussed the division 
ol the £16,000 amorgst the different dis- 
tricts, and a motion for adjournment was 
followed by considerable noise, an amend- 
ment being immediately put forward. 

A poll was taken, and the, adjournment 
was carried by 26 votes to 17. 

More confusion followed as to the length 
of the adjournmert, and the meeting ended.

Near it was found a 
press, made largely of glass. Here and 
there about the room were numerous 
flasks containing little known cheiúi- 
cals. There were several photographic 
apparatus -very efficiently constructed. 
plaques of gelatine, electric bulbs coloured 
red, and finally a great sheaf of pamphlets 
dealing with the art of engraving, photo- 
graphy and printing. 

But the product of the factory was ni 
limited to money. Numerous forged 
passports cartes d’identité, military train- 
ing papers, court records, both French and 
foreign, and letter heads of various Con- 
sulates were. found. 

The “factory’’ is now no more. the 
entire equipment and product having been 
promptly taken to the Svreté headquarters. 

Among the papers found in the place 
were passports belonging to the chief of 
the band of counterfeiters: One makes. 
him a Venezuelan nayal officer, another a 
dental surgeon; but the police believe 
only one thing about him—that he is a 
master counterfeiter.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The matter of tbe Beamish Trusts, in con- 
nection with which an application was 
allowed to stand generally by Mr. Justice 
Murvaghan on the 27th January, 1925, was 
re-entered On a sutúmary summons on behalf 
of Hevry.

DRAINAGE RATES. 


AN EDENDERRY APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Henry Farrelly, Edenderry, appealed against 
a decision of Circuit Judge Wakely at Tulla- 
more giving a decree for £28 10s. against 
him, at the suit of the Kildare County Council, 
for five vears’ arrears of maintenance drainage 
rates to 3lst March. 1926, stated to be due. 

The appellant admitted that the rates were 
due. but couater-claimed for £21, the amount 
he had spent in 1921 and 1925 in cleaning 
the drains that passed through his lands. 
The County Council had taken over the 
Drainage District in 1909, and the appellant 
stated that for 17 years’ past the drains had 
never been cleaned, except such cleaning 25 
he had done himself. When he got the work 
done in 192] he was not aware thet the Jands 
Were within the drainage district, and he 


did sot call upon the County Council to do 
the work. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan said that even if the 


an action in respect of the neglect of the 
County Council to clean the drains if be had: 
been flooded, and assuming that the appellant’ 
could clean the drains without waiting till 
the floods occurred: taking both these assump- 
tions in his favour, there was not sufficient 
evidence before them to hold that the work 
that had been done was essential to preserve 
the appellant’s lands. His view ot what 
would be necessary might be much more 
generous than that of the County Council, if 
their attention was directed to the drains.’ 
Accordingly, they affirmed the Circuit Judge's! 
decision giving the County Council a decree 
for the rates claimed and dismissing the 
counter-claim.

COLLECTOR CONVICTED OF 
EMBEZZLEMENT. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 
When Michael Downey (25), who was not 
legally represented, pleaded not guilty to 
embezzling sums of £12 and £2 received on 
behalf of his emplover, John McCarthy, coal 
importer, on dates in November last, it was 
stated that he had alleged that he was wav- 
laid, knocked down, and robbed of £12 by 
three armed men in a motor car. 
Dr. Bewley, Adelaide Hospital, Dublin, 
said that on the evening of the 7th November 
last he was motoring along the Dodder road 
towards the Convalescent Home when he 
came upon a man supporting the prisoner, 
who was bleeding from the back of one hand. 
The prisoner said that he had heen kicked 
on the shoulder, but the witness could find no 
trace of an injury. 
James Byrne said that when passing the 
Convalescent Home on the Dodder road he 
came upon a young man lying on the side of 
the road. He did not speak for three or four 
minutes, and then he said that he had been 
kicked and robbed. 
Replying to the Judge, the witness said 
that the man seemed to be in a very dazed 
condition. 

John McCarthy, coal merchant, then gave 
evidence, and, in reply to questions bv the 
prisoner, said that when the ‘‘ hold-up ” was 
reported he remarked to him, “ Your clothes 
do not show much signs of a struggcle.’’ The 
reply of the accused man to that remark was. 
““One man put his knee on my neck and held 
me down while the other; went through my 
pockets and took the money.”’ 

Evidence having heen given by two residents 
in the vicinit? of the Convaleacent Home that 
on this night they saw nothing unusual, 

The prisoner, in a statement from the dock. 
described the alleged robbery, and said that 
he had heen under treatment for shock and 
injuries for some time after the attack. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on both 
counts, and he was put back. — 


A CYCLING DANGER. 


"BUS DRIVER ACQUITTED OF 


MANSLAUGHTER. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

In a case against James Byrne, a "bus 
driver, employed by the Tower “Bus Com- 
pany, who pleaded not guilty to the man- 
slaughter, on the 17th November last, of 
Kathleen Osborne, aged 18, evidence was 
given by Patrick Finn, a passenger in the 
‘bus, that Miss Osborne was cycling with two 
other girls, and that the three cyclists had 
their bands on each other’s shoulders. They 
released their hold when the "bus was about 
ten yards away. 

Mary O’Mara said that. on hearing a crash, 
she jumped from her machine and saw Kath- 
leen Osborne lying under a ‘bus. 

Harriet Treacy said that she was thrown 
from her bicycle. She believed that she had 
been struck by Kathleen Osborne’s bicycle. 

The accused man said that when approach- 
ing the three cyclists near the Four Courts 
he sounded the horn. The roadway was in 
a greasy condition, and as be passed the 
evclists- he heard a scream, and at the same 
time the back wheel lifted He applied the 
brakes immediately. 

The Judge, in summing up, referred to the 
practice of cyclists putting their hands on 
each other's shoulders, observing that this 
was a most reprehensible habit, and must 
be responsible for a number of accidents. 

The jury found the accused man not guilty, 
and he was discharged.

THE GOSPEL. 


PROGRESS IN CANADA 
AND AUSTRALIA. © 


““We want, not only money, but people 
young mev and women—to take an active 


part; to give their health and strength, 


rains and. energy to the pursuits of the 
noblest. grandest work any: human being can 
do—the carrying of the glad news. oi the 
Gospel into all the world,” said Archdeacon 
Lindsay, who presided at the annual meetin 
of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel, held in the Molesworth Hall, Dublin, 
yesterday. There is a slight increase in tbe 
amount of money collected in. the. diocese 
this year, but is it really true that we have 
succeeded as we ought to have succeeded in 
our objects ;. have we drawn iu all tbe people 
we ought to have drawn in for our Missionary 
work” Besides the missions to the heathen, 
we have also that great work among our 
own English-speaking people—our emigrants, 
who go out to settle in distant parts of the 
Empire and elsewhere, in lonely, remote 
plaves—they need ministration and instrnue- 
tion; we must not keep the great treasure 
of the Gospel to ourselves. 

In introducing Bishop Le Fenu, from 
Australia, Archdeacon Lindsay described him 
as one of ourselves, one of a well-known 
Dublin family, which numbered among its 
members the writer of that charmivg book 
‘Seventy Years of Trish Life." 

WORK IN AUSTRALIA, 

Bishop Le Fanu, who first left England for 
work abroad twenty years ago, said that one 
of the most striking differences that had come 
about in that time af. home was the greater 
interest taken in foreign missions. When he 
was living in London the Society sometimes 
were uncertain as to the possibility of filling 
Exeter Hall, which holds 4,000, for any of 
their meetings ; now they could fill the Albert 
Hall, which holds 12,000 During hig first 
vear in Brisbane his people gave £300 to 
foreign missions; last year their contribution 
was £4,000. i 

Another marked differences in Australia 
was the attitude of the Government towards 
missious in the last twenty years. 
were made for the opening of schools and 
big subsidies were given by the Government 
towards this object. : 

Speaking of his own experience in 
Australia, he said that the country was 
unique in some respécts, especially in regard 
to the great expanses of land to be taken 
charge of. There are seventy thousand blacks 
still left in one part of the country, he said, 


the rest is empty of black people; there are } 


ninety or ninety-five per cent. of. British, 
English, Irish and Scotch. Nowadays there 
is no talk there of independence or desire 
for a Republic. The reason is that they 
want to keep what is “called the White 
Australian policy. They have made up their 
minds that as long as they can they must 
keep entirely British, with no colour problem, 
as in the Southern States of America and in 
Africa. 

The question is, politically, can we keep 
Australia white; and, religiously, can we 
keep it Christian? In Austrafia it is — 
a good deal of mb to get them to atten 
church at all. here the temptation. to 
young people is just as great as elsewhere to 
spend their week-ends in amusement. It is 
a big problem how we are going to keep the 
country religious. In the.widely scattered 
places the young people used to get no in- 
struction but from their mothers. An 
itinerant teacher called once in three months, 
and left the lessons for the following three 
months with each household. Now there. ts 
a big correspondence system for. secular 
teaching through a department in Brisbane, 
which sends out graded lessons for use in 
famihes. ; 

To reach those who are in very remote 
varts, the main instrument is the Bush 
protbechood-eretine of six or seven young 
men who work over large. areas) The 
welcome and good fellowship these men get 
from those they go amongst is very remark- 
able; there is always the greatest admiration 
for their courage in taking the risks they 
must face on their long treks through the 
country 

Another reason, the Bishop concluded, 
beyond the fact that these are our own 
people, why we should do all we can for 
them is that the Church of England is not 
a sect with a particular way of thinking 
about the Christian faith; it has a tremen- 
dous responsibility to these new nations. It 
would he the greatest possible loss if we did 
not take our fair and proper share in the for- 
mation of the character of these young 
nations which are still under our flag. 

IN CANADA, 

Dr. de Pauley, late of Winnipeg, said that 
the work of the Church in Canada lay in 
carrying on what had been done at home for 
the same people before they emigrated. If 
that work was not done, those people were 
going to relapse into heathendom. e must 
have means to keep them Christian. In 
Rupert's Land diocese mu eighty per cent. of 
the. people could be reached by the clergy: 
in Naas there were twenty-five 
aoi vacant—not parishes which had just 
een formed—but parishes in which there 
once were clergy; in Brandon fifty-one con- 
gregations which once used to enjoy Services 
in church now have none. ‘There are a 
hundred less clergy in Western Canada than 
there were in 1914; clergy cannot be had 
The mission stations are looked after by 
theolagical students, who out from the 
town to far-away stations to hold Services on 
Sundays, and then return to their. studies. 

Some years ago the Canadian Church ‘took 
on its own shoulders al] the missionary work 
among the Indians and the Eskimos of the 
country. There are upwards of a hundred 
thousand Indians, and .of these only six 
thousand are pagans. The Church has also 
thirty large berding schools, where the 
Indian children are taught. The six thousand 
Eskimos in the country the Canadian Church 
has almost completely missionised. Yast year 
ten shillings a family was’ subscribed for 
missions outside Canada, from the Eskimo 
population, and in Toronto, a really wealthy 
diocese, only four shillings per family was 
subscribed. 

The report of the year’s work was read by 
the Rev. H. K. Woodward. It stated that 
in the recent damage done by the Westmins- 
ter floods a loss of £2,000 was suffered in the 
S.P.G. House in London, when books and 
manuscripts tn the basement of the building 
were destroyed. 

The collections and subscriptions for the 
year amounted to a total of £1,180.

OPENING CEREMONY, 


After a period of forty years the Church 

of Ireland community at Queenstown have 
succeeded in acquiring adequate premises for 
a parochial hall. The hall, which is situated 
at King’s terrace, in close proximity to the 
parish church, was formally opened on Wed- 
nesday last by the Bishop of Cork, Cloyne 
and Ross (the Right Rev. Dr. Dowse}). . A 
large gathering of clergy and laity was pre- 
sent. 
_ The Rev. Canon E .A. Tichborne, M.A., in 
introducing the Bishop, paid tribate to the 
memory of Miss Beale. a former parishioner, 
to whose generosity the means for erecting 
the fine hall was due. 

The Bishop emphasised the necessity of 
parochial halls as an essential adjunct of 
every parish church, and complimented the 
members of the Select, Vestry of the Queene- 
town Church on their choice of the site and 
their co-operation in the work of providing 
the parish with such suitable and convenient 
rooms. 

The Dean of Cloyne (the Very Rev. W. J. 
Wilson) also spoke, and a.vote of thanks to 
the Bishop was proposed by Captain A. C. C. 
Home, R.N., and seconded by Mr. William 
Bird, and passed. 

The hall was then declared open by the 
Bishop, and after tea had been served a short 
musical. programme was given hy members 
of the Queenstown choir and parishioners. 
The premises include a billiard room, 
libary and reading room, lecture room. and a 
Splendid hall, measuring 55 feet by 28 feet, 
which can be used for concerts, whist drives 
and badminton. The premises originally were 
part of a residential site, but were altered 
internally, and the parochial hall erected. at 
the rear at a cost of approximately £2,200.

' Even “granting tbat Ireland bas not as 
strong a side as last year, everything points 
to a victory against. France at Ravenhill 
ground, Belfast, to-morrow. 

In dealing with the anoval match between 
the countries, one must always take into 
eoosideration the all-important question as 
to which team has the advantage of playing 
at. bome. The journey either way between 
Ireland and France entails very heavy travel 
and two particularly exacting sea crossings. 
For the French there is the further con- 
sideration when playing away from home 
that thev miss the encouraging shouts of 
their enthusiastic countrymen. One has 
only to se a match in Paris to 
realise haw much this encouragement 
means to the French, and how difficult it is 
fur the opposing players to do themselves 
justice in face of it. Provided such a 
possibility ‘that French and Irish teams are 
of equal strength, I would cousider that the 
vountry playing at home would always win. 

THE TEAMS COMPARED. 

About to-morrow’s game, it is e difficnit 
matter to arrive at the comparative strengths 
of the sides which will be in opposition. 
France was beaten by the Waratals much 
in the same way as Ireland was, but what 
miskes that form confusing is that a pro- 
viticial French side inflicted a decisive defeat 
on the New Sonth Wales team. My view 
af this happening is that the Waratahs’ 
failure was due to their having to play so 
soon after the tiring journey from London 
to Bordeaux. Leaving this match out of 
the reckoning, then the form sbown by 
France and Irelend was little 
France made clianges on the side defeated 
by the Waratahs, and so have Ireland, but 
France as well have had to make seveval 
alterations since the selection of their team, 
so again we are really in the dark as to the 
comparative merits of the sides. The game 
in France is played by such large numbers 
Scatiered over .distaot parts of the land thet 
| the picking of the best sides is no easy 
maticr, and with so many players of almost 
equal ability available, the calling in of sub- 
stitutes possibly does not count to the same 
extevt as it does in the case of Ireland, 
where our players of international class are 
counfined to a ynatter of a couple of dozen at 
the very outside. One thing that seems 
ia:rly certain, to judge by the opinions of 
those conversant with the game, is that 
there are plenty of splendid forwards in 
France this year, and, however the game wes, 
there will be no room for shirking by any of 
the Irish eight, and a great deal will hinge 
on whether they all throw their full weight 
and strength into the scrimmages. 

WILL THE CRITICS BE CONFOUNDED? 

The selection of the Irish team did not meet 
with general approval, and mapy there are 
who are insistent that a stronger side could 
have: been picked. If for no other reason, 
then, to-morrow's match wil] have its value 
in that the critics will be either confounded 
or upheld, and the selectors will be in the 
better position: to pick teams for the more 
important games against the home countries. 
France cannot have nisde sufficient improve- 
ment since last year to merit. the opinion that 
they will beat Ireland, even granting that our 
national side may not be up to the strength 
of last year’s. Ireland tied with Scotland for 
last season’s championship, and by general 
admission was unlucky not to have been 
champion country outright. France, on the 
other hand, figured lest. in the championship 
table, and unless there ts remarkable improve- 
ment on the one side or considerable deteriora- 
tion on the other there should be no doubt 
about Ireland’s winning to-morrow. 

IRELAND SHOULD WIN. 

Ireland should win this game and ‘profit by 
the experience to such an extent as to bring 
out a stronger side, with better methods. for 
the other games. It may not be an easy 
match. We have the authority of Mr. Shaw, 
the Waratahs’ manager, that France has a 
fine team. and that in Andre Rehoteguv they 
possess the best three-quarter playing in 
Enrope. As regards the others on the side, 
all except one are comparative strangers. 
Looking down the names of the team, only 
one, gh Ribére, the ge catches. the 
“ve as avin 4 re in the me at 
Colombes Mhair eer, although rt others 
appeared against Ireland several vears ago. 
This alone is evidence of the great numbers 
the French Union have to select from. 

FRENCH IMPETUOSITY. 

We may be prepared to see a vury fast, 

fiery and enthusiastic lét of players in opposi- 
fion to otr men to-morrow—men prepared to 
throw their whole strength, pace and. zea! 
into. the fray, -but inclined to spoil their 
efforts by impetuosity. The fact that we 
Have a big proportion of seasoned players on 
our side is all for the better against such a 
team, and 7 have great faith in players such 
as G. . Stephenson, E. Davy, WM. 
Sugden and J. B. Ganly to take ad- 
vantage of the slips which occur amongst 
players of the fiery, impetuous 
which have characterised French teams: in 
the past. We have a good pack, with a 
few really fine types of forwards, 
G. R. Beamish, James Farrell and J. D. 
Clinch ; but ontil we see them in action there 
is a doubt about, them knitting together 
as the eights who played in our two games 
at the end of ‘last. season. 


IRELAND WITHOUT A HOOKER. 

Against France and England last year the 
Trish forwards did not pack properly, with 
the result. that they did not give their backs 
a fair proportion of chances, but against 
Scotland and Wales this was all changed, 
and the.change seemed to me to have been 
brought about by W. F. Browne's leader- 
ship before and daring the match. Browne, 
who has gone off form this season, is not in 
the team for to-morrow's match, nor is there 
a recognised hooker, so that the forwards 
as a combination may not be a success. The 
fact that haphazard methods adopted by 
the Leinster forwards against Ulster met 
with such success has FÁN & lot óf bottom 
out of the pre-arranged formation theory, 
and it would not surprise me if in to. 
morrow's game we saw the Irish forwards 
peck anyhow or anywhere, as they used to 
do in years gone by. Much can be said 
for and against the system. of having men 
allotted to certain places in the scrimmage ;. 
but there can be no doubt that, if there 
is one man of the eight forwards better as 
hooker than any of the others, the aim 
should be .to get. him to the middle of the 
front row every time it is possible. 


FRENCH FORWARDS TO BE 
‘RECKONED WITH. 

It remains for the forwards themselves to 
hit upon a plan of campaign when they 
assemble for practice at Belfast to-day; but 
they should not forget that the success of 
the eight Leinster forwards against Ulster was 
not due so much to their adopting haphazard 
Plans as to the fact that every man honestly 
pushed his weight. They will be faced to. 
morrow by men skilled in scrimmage forma- 
tion, and will have their work cut oat to 
held them in the tight. This they can do 
if, all scrimmage honestly. Although, in my 
opinion, the Irish team would be stron by 

e inclusion of A. $. Uouglas and H. W, 
Stephenson, I have no doubt but that, if the 
forwards do their part, the Irish backs wil! 
prove superior to the French lot. It would 
be strange if Ireland, after tieing for cham- 
pionship honours last year, should. go down 
to the country which finished in company 
with Wales at the bottom of the table. There 
are many who think that such is. likely, but 
I cannot see with them. The match, apart 
from the question of whether Ireland wins 
or not, will be of t interest from the 
point of settling such points as to whether 
the forwards are as as last year; 
whether R. V. Odbert is a saitable man for 
the centre position ; whether J. W. Stewart is 
the right man for the full-back 

whether Arigho justifies his tion. It

BALROTHERY COUNCIL'S 
DECISION CRITICISED. 

The Dublin County Council yesterday 
adopted a recommendation of the Roads’ 
Committee that, the County Survevor’s report 
should be adopted and that the attention of 
the Minister for Local Government should 
be called to the inadequate provision made 
for the maintenance of trunk and link roads 
in the estimate for the coming vear of the 
Balrothery Rural Council, which bad rejected 
the County Survevor's estimate. 

Mr. Smyth, Chairman of the Balrother, 
Rural Counes, said that he would hike the 
officials of the Roads’ Department to pas 
over the Iocal roads and see for themselves 
that they were in a disgraceful condition as 
compared with the main and trunk: roads. 
Farmers could net use the local roads fer 
vehicles ov animals, and they could not use 
the main roads because they were tea 
slippery. The rates in Balrothery were now 
150 per cent. over those of 1914. They beld 
that the local roads should get fifty per cen! 
of the money allocated for roads 

Mr. P. Bellon said that the farmers weie 
putting lees traffic on the roads in County 
Dublin than tn 1914, and vet had to pay more 
for their upkeep. He contended that the 
main and trunk roads should he a nationa! 
charge. The railway companies, although 
thev were losing their traffic, had still to 
keep up their permanent way, while the rate. 
pavers had to keep up the roads as a pe 
manent way for the "buses which speculators 
were running all over the country. | 

The Chairman (Mr. ££. H. O'Neill) said that 
he could not agree with the remedy proposed 
hy the Balrothery Couneil, to leave ‘he trunk 
and link roads of the @istrict to get into the 
same condition as they were in 1922 and 1925. 

The County Surveyor (Mr.. Ryan) demed 
that the roads in Balrothery had been lei! 
derelict. On the contrary, the roads in tha! 
district, with the exception of one or two, 
were. Letter. than ever they had heen. They 
should make their position clear by formally 
complaining to the Roads Board that the 
Balrothery Conneil have noí provided 
adequate funds—in fact, had provided nothing 
at all The Roads Board then would cause 
an inquiry to be held. 

As stated, the recommendation of 
Roads Board was adopted 


BEER AND SPIRIT DUTIES. 

The Council adopted a resolution forwarded 
by the Waterford County Couneil urging the 
(sovernment to reduce the dutv on beer and 
spirits.
